But on second thought he 
asked Himmler to get nearer a 
light. The doctor put his finger in 
Himmler’s mouth to make a closer 
examination. Himmler jerked back 
his head, bit on the phial, dropped 
to the floor and died 15 minutes 
later at 11:04 p. m., despite the 
se eg efforts to save him, it was 
said.

WASHINGTON, May 24.—(4)— 
President Truman asked today for 
continuing authority, subject only 
to an affirmative veto from con- 
gress, to make unlimited changes 
in the administrative set-up of 
government. 

Such legislation is needed, he 
said, to make the _ executive 
branch, “more business-like and 
efficient.” 

The requested legislation would 
extend to non-war operations, and 
into peacetime years, the re- 
shuffling power which the chief 
executive now holds on a wartime 
basis over government offices and 
affairs having to do with the war. 

Mr, Truman, in a message to 
congress asking for the authority, 
wag very specific that he wanted 
no strings on it other than the 
veto. 

“The legislation should be of 
permanent duration,” he said, 

“No: agency of the executive 
branch should be exempted from 
the scope of the legislation. 

ASKS BROAD LEGISLATION 

“The legislation should be suf- 
ficiently broad and flexible to’ 
permit of any form of organiza- 
tional adjustment, large or small, 
for which necessity may arise.” 

The veto proposed for congress 
would arise from a_ provision 
which Mr. Truman suggested be 
incorporated direct from the reor- 
ganization act of 1939, Under that 
legislation administrative shifts 
proposed by the President went 
into effect unless both houses of 
congress, by majority vote within 
60 days, passed a resolution of dis- 
approval. 

The permanent nature of the 
power asked by Mr. Truman 
would be a major departure from 
past practice. The 1939 act was 
called permanent legislation but it 
provided only for shifts made ef- 
fective by January 1941. It there- 


‘fore was permanent only insofar 
as it gave continuing legal back- 
ing to reorganizations carried out 


by that date. 
President Roosevelt set up such 


Gia 20° 
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executive offices as the Federal 
Security Agency, the Federal 
Works Agency, and the Federal 
Loan Agency, under that law. 
WARTIME POWER 

The President’s wartime power 


‘over some government functions 


is still more temporary. It stems 
from the first war powers act of 
1941, Its applicatior is limited to 
war-connected operations. With- 
out some such law as the Presi- 
dent proposed today, any shifts 
made under it will be nullified six 
months after hostilities end, and 
the affected agencies will revert 
to their original status. 

The President’s call for reor- 
gunization authority over all ad- 
ministrative agencies without ex- 
ception appeared certain to meet 
some opposition. Several presi- 
dents have proposed reorganiza- 
tion power for the executive in 
one form or another, and each has 
encountered moves to exempt 
some agencies. The strongest op- 
position to reorganization power 
generaily has centered on such 
quasi-judicial agencies as the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 

The President based his argu- 
ment for the legislation first on 


the situation that will exist with- 
out it as the war draws to a close 
and steps taken under the war 
rowers act are reversed. 


REVERSION STAY SOUGHT 


“Such automatic reversion is 
not workable,” he said, asserting 
that in some instances it will be 
necessary to stay reversion beyond 
the time provided and in other in- 
stances the change back can uwever 
be made. 

“Automatic reversion,” he said, 
“will result in the re-establish- 
ment of some agencies that should 
not be re-established. Some ad- 
justments of a permanent charac- 
ter need to be made...” 

Sen. Byrd, Democrat, Virginia, 
heac of the joint congressional 
economy committee, issued a r.ate- 
ment praising the idea of reor- 
ganizing the government.

those of the Nazis, as well as 
prominent men all over Europe. 

The list grew longer and with 
the years Himmler accumulated a 
voluminous file of information on 
thousands of men and women. 

Himmler was an inconspicuous 
little man, round-faced, with a lit- 
tle mustache and wearing nose 
glasses which gave him the ap- 
pearance of a shop clerk. But he 
was a terrible enemy, cold, cruel, 
merciless. He and his SS troops 
and Gestapo operatives led the 
blood purge of 1934, in which the 
Nazis murdered hundreds of their 
own leading men. 

Himmler had succeeded in re- 
maining in hiding for 15 days be- 
fore the British got him. He was 
last reported at Flensburg, in the 
Schleswig Holstein isthmus lead- 
ing to Denmark, May 6. A high 
command delegation was leaving 
to si the Reims surrender next 
day. It was over for Himmler. He 
asked high command leaders what 
to do. They advised him to fly 
south and try to join the Germans 
who were expected to continue 
resistance in the mountains. He 
disappeared from Flensburg at 
that time.

Loughridge Gets 
Another Sentence 


Frank Terrell Loughridge, al- 
ready serving a life sentence for 
murder, has been sentenced to an 
additional six years in a federal 
prison for kidnaping. 

Loughridge was sentenced in 
federal court at Rome by Judge 
Robert L. Russefl. He was con- 
victed of kidnaping L. W. Lans- 
ford, Chattanooga insurance man, 
and forcing him to drive him from 
Rossville, Ga., to Chattanooga. At 
the time he committed the crime, 
Loughridge was an escape from 
the Cobb county prison farm, 
where he was serving life for the 
murder of a police officer. 

Loughridge will actually serve 
the federal sentence only if he is 
paroled or pardoned by the state.

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‘A Pause for Me and My Men’ 


It was a great afternoon and evening— 
yesterday in Atlanta. 


Courtney H. Hodges, who had been 
born and who had grown up in Perry, Ga., 
attending its grade school, going to its 
Sunday schools, had come home. 


He came home as Gen. Hodges, head of 
the famous American First Army; first in 
name and achievement; first to crack the 
Siegfried line; first to cross the German 
frontier; first to cross the Rhine; first to 
make a junction with the Russians. 


With him were some of his men, from 
‘Georgia and other states, decorated with 
medals testifying to special acts of courage, 
devotion and daring. 


_ Thousands jammed the line of march; 
thousands more parked in front of the re- 
viewing platform to.see and hear him and 
his men. 


Their faces were, the faces of America. 
They stood along the route like massively 
sculptured groups—some with faces wet 
with tears; there were eyes alight, and 
some eyes deep set with the agony of some- 
one lost fighting with Gen. Hodges or in 
some other army or on some great ocean, 
fighting for the same flag and country. 
There were faces set in respectful awe; 
some faces laughed and some shouted. 
There were some with eyes closed— 
praying. 


They leaned forward, unconsciously, as 
if to get closer to this general and his 
Georgians who were of their own red clay 
and sand; of their own pine and river and 
sleepy air; of their own people. 


They leaned forward as if to get closer 
to this man and those men who but a few 


short weeks ago were driving the Ger- 
mans before them, who were alongside 
their own sons, brothers, husbands, 


With laughter, tears, prayers, shouts of 
admiration and of victory, they greetéd 
him and his men. They showed them what 
America feels. 


Gen. Hodges and his men were deeply 
moved. Tired, weary after the long flight, 
they looked on in modest dismay and 
pleasure at the moving testimony of pride 
and affection and joy—at the panorama 
of faces. 


It was a great afternoon and evening— 


But, like the great soldier he is, Gen. 
Hodges did not forget the job and the 
duty of Americans. 


He talked about bonds. 


“This is just a pause for me and my 
men of the First Army,” he said. “We 
are on our way to the Pacific .. . we will 
go back successfully and we will go... 
with less natural reluctance if we know 
the home folks know how important it is 


'... I want to tell them the smart money 


is on their side in war bonds.... 


“Every Georgian in the armed services 
would be proud to learn Georgia was the 
first state to meet her war bond quotas 
in the Mighty Seventh .. . they will be 
glad to know the folks at home don’t think 
the war is over.” 


That’s what he said. What do you say? 


If you cheered him and his men yes- 
terday buy a bond today. 


Let’s reach the quota before he leaves 
Georgia. 


To Co-ordinate Food, Labor Programs 


President Truman’s cabinet appoint- 
ments are especially gratifying in that two 
apparently signify a determined attempt 
to co-ordinate overlapping government ef- 
forts in important fields under integrated 
executive control. ; 


Appointment of Rep. Clinton Anderson 
as war foods administrator as well as sec- 
retary of agriculture doubtlessly is the 
signal for co-ordination of the nation’s 
food program. And Judge Lewis Schwel- 
lenbach, who succeeds Madame Frances 
Perkins as secretary of labor, reportedly 


is determined to bring all the agencies 
and bureaus having to do with labor back 
under the jurisdiction of a revitalized 
labor department. 


Both of these programs will be greeted 
with enthusiasm by those who realize that 
there has been too much decentralization 
of power and duplication of effort. Co- 
ordination of all phases of the nation’s 
labor and food problems under the re- 
spective jurisdiction of the Departments 
of Labor and Agriculture will make for 
efficiency and economy of government. 


Old Cars Still Have Far To Go 


Motorists get their first V-E dividend 
on June 22 when the value of A gasoline 
coupons is increased from four to six 
gallons. 


For the first time since July, 1941, the 
government has announced an increase, 
rather than a decrease, in coupon values. 
It is, regardless to say, welcome news. 


Nevertheless, the tire situation con- 
tinues acute. And, from all present indi- 


cations, it will be the latter part of 1946 
before the average driver has any good 
prospect of purchasing a new Car, 


That means that, despite the gas ration 
increase, wise motorists will continue to 
use their cars sparingly, to have their tires 
inspected regularly and recapped when 
needed, to take the best possible care of 
the nation’s rapidly depreciating automo- 
biles.

Only Gloom for Foes 
Of the Common Good 


It is quite likely that shouts of joy in the 
nation’s focal spots of infection, the highly re- 
actionary pressure groups, on reading that three 

Sidasovelt cabinet members had resigned, quickly died in their 
throats. 

They will not like the appointments. There is every indication 
that President Harry S. Truman is following the course he out- 
lined on being sworn in—the course laid down by “the boss.” And 
in so doing, he has drawn the plaudits of all but the reactionaries. 

Clinton P. Anderson, congressman from New Mexico, the new 
secretary of agriculture, is a much more militant progressive than 
the man he succeeds. He has come along so quickly the nation 
really hasn’t got to know him. Nevertheless, his record as ‘a fight- 
ing progressive indicates he will be a frank, aggressive public 
official. He is tough, likes a fight, and is fearless. In his record 
are these positions on matters of public concern: 

He did a remarkable job of investigating campaign expendi- 
tures, exposing some wealthy groups who were trying to create 
phony educational foundations with high-sounding names which 
really were; political organizations, largely aimed at Roosevelt. 

He spoke on the house floor, defending labor from 
attacks. 

He was belligerently opposed to the legislation which sought to 
exempt insurance companies from the restrictions of the anti-trust 
laws. 

He has been, like Mr. Roosevelt and President Truman, “a little 
left of center” in his political philosophy. His colleagues, who 
respect him, regard him as a sincere working liberal within the 
real meaning of the word. 


Thomas Francis Clark, known as Tom 
Attorney General Clark, is an old friend whom President 
Truman got to know in the days of the Truman committee. 

Tom Clark is a crusader against the crooks in business and in- 
dustry who cheated the government and who sent inferior equip- 
ment to our fighting forces. 

He made three cases against the Anaconda Copper Company 
and prosecuted them for sending faulty wire, so necessary to battle 
communications, to the Army. He prosecuted and convicted a num- 
ber of other firms for similar offenses in other lines of equipment. 

Tom Clark assisted, and admired, Thurman Arnold, the most 
famous “trust-buster” of our time. He also has served as head of 
the criminal division of the attorney general’s office. He has gone 
after the men who used to regard themselves as untouchable be- 
cause of their political influence and position. His record is ex- 


cellent. 

Labor Those who hoped to get a secretary of labor who would 
keep one ear bent toward the professional anti-labor 

groups will not be happy about the appointment of Lewis Schwel- 

lenbach. 

He was a consistent supporter of every Roosevelt measure. He 
was, for instance, one of those who led the fight to bring about 
the President’s supreme court fight which critics called “the court- 
packing bill.” 

He has served on committees which investigated fraud in gov- 
ernment contracts. He always has been a courageous, hard-hitting 
fighter for the legislation which came to be known as the “New 
Deal,” and which now is so firmly a part of the American way that 
the two past Republican platforms and candidates have included 
and supported it. 

As reported a month ago when it became known, Schwellenbach 
had been offered the place, his nomination was urged by Dave 
Beck, the west coast Teamsters’ Union head. The CIO had no 
candidate but they Ifke Schwellenbach and are pleased. The AFL 
opposed at first but finally came around. While frankly a be- 
liever in the labor legislation on the books, Schwellenbach is inde- 
pendent and will make his own decisions. 


“ President Truman again demonstrated he was 
Harry Hopkins able to make up his own mind without the 
aid of the powerful Roosevelt-hating groups who attempted to rush 
him off his feet when he was sworn in as president, 

The first plan by these groups was that he apply the ax first 
of all to Harry Hopkins. 

No one knows what President Truman’s real feelings are about 
Hopkins. It may be assumed he will, in time, resign. He is in 
wretched health and served on with Mr. Roosevelt only out of 
personal loyalty and friendship. 

At any rate, Harry Hopkins has been assigned by Mr. Truman 
as a special assistant and sent on a diplomatic mission to Moscow. 
This is good, common sense. More than any other man now con- 
nected with the administration, Harry Hopkins knows the back- 
ground of the Big Three agreements. Equally important, he has 
the confidence of the Russians. His appointment makes sense. 

Mr. Truman continues to gain in stature and in public confi- 
dence. The special privilege pleaders have not taken him over. 
There is only gloom for those who hoped for ‘the worst.

Readjusting 
Our Mind 


The people of America were 
fooled. Nobody in Washington 


made deliberate effort to deceive 
them about the relative impor- 
tance of the two wars, but they 
were unavoidably misled by Unit- 
ed Nations strategy—and by hu- 
man nature itself. 

When our military leaders de- 
cided that Germany had to be de- 
stroyed first, it seemed to mean 
that we could do no more than 
hold off the Japs with left jabs 
until we were ready to close in, 
Actually those left jabs soon be- 
came knockout blows, but every 


time we took a Jap outpost, an-' 


other lay ahead. 

Meanwhile, the greater part of 
all we produced was crossing the 
Atlantic. Most of our fighting 
men were in Europe. Most of 
the casualties were there. Most 
of the reporters and the headlinés 
and official statements were con- 


cerned with Europe. And so‘ in-| 
learned to 
think of the war against Germany | 


evitably our people 


as “the” war. 
To make matters worse, 


the chore in the Pacific, and Wash- 
ington reporters quoted anonymous 
generals and admirals who said ft 
should be finished in a year. .« 

Unfortunately, this opinion was 
supported by events in the Pa- 
cific, for even our victories were 
deceptive. 

It soon became apparent to ev- 
erybody that our boys were’ supe- 
rior to the Japs and our equip- 
ment better than theirs. The Japs 
hurt us by a few sneak attacks, 
but, when the air or naval forces 
met, we almost invariably won by 
a wide margin. 

Of course we won quickly, for 
planes and fighting ships do their 
stuff in a few minutes or a few 
hours at most. Thus again we 
were fooled, for we began to ex- 
pect all battles to be finished 
quickly. 

So they were in most cases, 
even on the ground; but, when we 
had destroyed all Japs opposing 
us, we had only. overcome an- 
other outpost—and always at great 
cost. 

Official communiques have fool- 
ed us lately, unless we read be- 
tween the lines. They reported 
the shooting down of 100 or more 
Japs, and added that _ suicide 
planes had sunk three or five or 
“a few” of our “light units.” But 
those light units were destroyers, 
and hundreds of our best men 
were killed or mangled or hor- 
ribly burned when they were de- 
stroyed. There was no intention 
to deceive, but pride’s reluctance 
to admit the gravity of our losses 
serves only to make our task seem 
easier than it is. 

So now we must readjust our 
minds or start from scratch to 
make ourselves face the grim fact 
that our great ordeal is not over, 
but has not yet begun. We haven’t 
met the Jap army, and it will take 


six months or more to get our | 


forces over there to meet it.

Food Shortages Get Attention 


W ASHINGTON—Swift action to relieve existing food shortages

Rep. Clinton P. Anderson, of New Mexid¢o, selected for the re- 
combined jobs of secretary of agriculture and war food adminis 
trator, is chairman of the house committee which has bitterly criti- 
cized previous handling of the food problem. 

In addition to recommending the “co-ordination of eens 
distribution, rationing and pricing of food” in a singl beers 
tion, which now has been effected, this committee poet agen oe repu- 
diated the whole doctrine of “scarcity,” as it applied to agriculture. 

“All possible measures,” it said, “should be taken without delay 
to increase the production of supplies of those food items now in 
short supply. 

“There must be action now. ... The price line is weakening. It 
must be held. Time is working on the side of scarcity and if time 
is wasted and co-ordination not achieved, black markets will have 
cracked price control irreparably.” 

Last week President Truman took a long first step toward carry- 
ing out the committee’s recommendations when, acting through War 
Mobilization Director Vinson, he increased prices on both cattle and 
hogs, with a special subsidy jump of 50 cents a hundredweight 
on top-grade beef animals. 

Cattlemen have complained all along that they could not afford 
to corn-feed their stock, resulting in heavy loss of meat due to 
slaughter of animals unfattened. 


M One of the prize blunders of the WFA or OPA 
Prize Blunder (nobody knows which) was when it took 
fright at a temporary glut of hogs last year and cut the ceiling 
price with the avowed purpose of forcing reduction of 20 per cent 
in hog production. Actually, this maneuver reduced 1944 market- 
ing of hogs to 87,000,000 as against 122,000,000 in 1943—a drop of 
30 per cent. 

The supreme anomaly as to beef, admitted by all, is that there 
is no shortage of cattle on the hoof. Eighty million of them, well 
over the pre-war average, still roam United States plains, and the 
herds of Canada, Argentina and other American countries are 
relatively even larger. 

But the prize conundrum of all is why, with United States house- 
wives begging for beefsteaks and Canada reportedly glutted with 
them, import of beef from that country is prohibited. Canada says 
its beef has been repeatedly offered and refused. WFA avers there 
is a Canadian embargo, but it admits this was imposed at the 
request of the United States. 

Has any Canadian, Mexican or Argentine meat been admitted 
to the United States? WFA says it can’t answer because of an 
Office of War Information order prohibiting any disclosure of food 
import statistics, 


Two charges frequently heard are,(1) that 
Untrue Charges the United States shortage ‘is due to lend- 
lease shipments, and (2) that Canadians are reveling in beefsteaks, 
while the United States feeds Mother England. 

Lend-lease shipments of beef all told, so far this year, amount 
to 1.1 per cent of supply and two-thirds of this is offset by rev erse 
lend-lease from Australia and New Zealand alone. 

Canada’s per capita meat consumptiomin 1944 was 141 seantie 
as against 150 in the United States, and Canada sent more than 
one-third of her meat in that year to the United Kingdom “free 
gratis.” 

The unmistakable conclusion, therefore, is that the United States 
beef shortage is due mainly to two factors, extraordinary Army and 
Navy consumption and dislocation of normal channels of supply 
between cattle ranges and consumers’ butcher shops. 

What the proportionate Army and Navy consumption really i 
nobody knows, because it comes exclusively from federally-inspected 
plants, and more and more the nation’ 8, meat is being diverted from 
these establishments. 

A report of the Republican food study committee this week dis- 
closed that 94 per cent of meat consumed in Texas, 74 per cent 
in Michigan, 56 per cent in Pennsylvania, comes from non-federally- 
inspe¢cted sources. 

These percentages, while not all black market, do indicatg the 
range with which that institution operates. 

Investigating the Cleveland area, the Anderson committee found 
that output by its only nationally operated packing plant dropped 
to 18,000,000 pounds during the five months ended with February, 
1945, compared with 35,000,000 in the same period a year earlier. 
During the same time competing local packing plants more than 
doubled their output. 

A similar investigation in New York City found a “substantia! 
percentage” of its meat supply selling at double ceiling prices, with 
steaks “customarily” bringing 75,cents to more than $1 a pound. 
Another factor that makes it impossible to find out how much meat 
is going into the black market is the lumping of meat with butter, 
cheese, canned fish, etc., on th€ same red stamp. So long as this 
system persists no one can know how much meat is being dispensed 
without stamps, and neither can the black market merchants be 
picked out.

In Italy there are three parties

And since the last 
War which awarded it to Italy, 
with the break-up of the Austro- 
Hungarian empire, it has been 
half dead. But it is a normal 
port for the Danubian states of 
Austria, Hungary and Czechoslo- 
vakia. 


If we conceive the Soviets hold- 
ing Vienna, Budapest apd Prague, 
we must contemplate a federation 
of Soviet dominated states from 
the Baltic to the Adriatic with 
Trieste essential as a southern out- 
let, and Tito not acting for Yugo- 
slavia, but as the instrument of a 
larger scheme for the acquisition 
of Trieste as an outlet for cen- 
tral European states. 


This is bound to be an immense- 
ly popular scheme in Prague 
which before this war had to ship 
goods via Germany or through 
| Austria and Italy. Also Hungary 
for whom Trieste was a pre-1918 
port and Austria which possessed 
the port in the days of the Aus- 
trian empire would favor such an 
acquisition. | 

From the economic viewpoint | 
and as a hold on the gateway 
to western Europe, the plan is 
logical and constructive. Previous 
to the last world war the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian empire embracing 
present Czechoslovakia, much of 
Romania and almost ali of Yugo- 
slavia except Serbia with an out- 
let through Trieste was a thriv- 
ing economic complex. It was 
more than self-sufficient in food, 
with a good merchant fleet ply- 
ing out of Trieste. 

Tito himself is no Yugoslav na- 
tionalist. He was born in Slo- 
venia, educated at Vienna Uni- 
versity, both within Austro-Hun- 
gary, and spent years of his life 
training in Moscow as a most 
vigorous Russian agent for cen- 
tral Europe. It is surely not with- 
out importance that he has built 
up as the strongest those parts 
of Yugoslavia formerly embraced 
by Austro-Hungary, putting aside 
Serbia and even treating with 
extraordinary tolerance the for- 
mer Hungarian Ustachi.

rope. But they have had no vig- 
orous support from us, whereas 
the Soviets with a clear Europe- 
an plan impose by a combina- 
tion of intelligence and force to- 
gether with the exclusive support 
of personalities favoring an im- 


'mense and seemingly Moscow-fi- 


nanced propaganda campaign. 
Meanwhile, France is returning 
to a grand nation of imperialism 
with rising Communism, Britain 
is concerned chiefly with its 
threatened imperial position. The 
United States is without an all- 
European policy—yet the United 
States everywhere enjoys undis- 
puted prestige and opportunity 
based on the obvious fact that 
with her overwhelming power and 
the confidence of the people ev- 
erywhere, she is playing no ter- 
ritorial imperial power game, but 
is exclusively interested in sta- 
bility, peace and progress. 


The United States literally is| 


the only nation whose withdraw- 
al from Europe would be viewed 
with dismay by the masses. But 
the opposition policies of others 
is not enough. We must have a 
policy of our own and be pre- 
pared to back it by unlimited sup- 
port of those political groups 
which come along and by the 
smallest diminution of our tre- 


mendous strength now present on 


the continent.

In 
general, Allied forces were in- 
forming the Yugoslavs that the 
Allies could not move out of 
places they occupied in Tuesday’s 
“neaceful penetration,” but they 
were permitting Marshal Tito’s 
men to billet in available build- 
ings. 

In Trieste itself the tension ap- 
peared to have relaxed as few 
Yugoslav patrols moved about 
the streets, but the population 
was growing hungrier with each 
day. Food supplies brought in 
by the Allies have been going di- 
rectly to their troops. Lines 
formed at dawn for the daily 
bread ration, now reduced to 
about the size of a hamburger 
roll. 

New Zealanders were the only 
Allied troops left in Trieste. The 
U. S. 91st Division was at Go- 
rizia, north of Trieste, and the 
10th Mountain Division held po- 
sitions northwest of Gorizia, near 
Caporetto. 

Discussions toward settlement 
of the dispute continued on a 
high level. There was no indi- 
cation whether the Allies would 
find acceptable the three-point 
proposal which Tito was said to 
have handed Allied representa- 
tives in Belgrade two days ago. 

A Yugoslav-controlled Italian 
newspaper published today an ac- 
count of a speech it said Marshal 
Tito delivered yesterday in Bel- 
grade in which Tito was quoted 
as having reaffirmed his intention 
of keeping troops in the Trieste 
region. 

One of the thorniest issues was 
believed to be Tito’s insistence on 
representation in the Allied mili- 
tary government and retention of 
the administrative bodies created 
by the Yugoslavs in the past three 
weeks. 

The last demand if accepted 
would pose a problem for Allied 
administrators, who were pre 
pared to move into the region as 
soon aS an agreement was 
reached. It was doubtful the Al- 
lies could administer the area 
under such conditions without 


being accused of partiality to the 
Yugoslavs prior to the peace con-— 


ference.

Japs Bolster 
Path To 
China Coast 


CHUNGKING, May 24.—()— 
The Japanese have rushed rein- 
forcements by warships into the 
critical east coast sector 30 miles 
northeast of the liberated port of 
Foochow, where they fear Ameri- 
can forces soon may strike from 
the sea, the high command an- 
nounced tonight. 

A special communique said the 
enemy—routed from seaboard po- 
sitions he had fortified against 
an American invasion — had 
thrown these fresh forces into 
battle in an attempt to stem a 
Japanese retreat which had rolled 
back to near Loyuan, 31 miles 
northeast of Foochow. 

The landings were made Tues- 
day north of Loyuan from “sev- 
eral warships,” all fully loaded 
with enemy troops, but the high 
command said the Japanese were 
being checked with the help of 
“local militia.” 


While ‘the Chinese braced to 
meet this fresh but not unexpect- 
ed onslaught, they were bolster- 
ing their positions about Foochow, 
mopping up the last enemy re- 
sistance on the. north bank of the 
Min river—the old treaty port's 
outlet to the sea. 

The Chinese were nearing Loy- 
uan after advancing nine and a 
half miles yesterday beyond cap- 
tured Lienkong, 20 miles north- 
east of Foochow. Kwantow, four 
miles southeast of Lienkong near 
the coast, also was seized. 


Far to the west in inner China, 
Chinese troops broke a Japanese 
stand 19 miles west of Shaoyang 
(Paoching) and pressed on -east 
toward that former air base 340 
miles southeast of Chungking. The 
fall of Shaoyang would expose 
the enemy’s lifeline to Indo-China 
to a terrific aerial pounding. 

Two hundred and fifty miles 
to the southwest, the Japanese 
were falling back’ on Ishan, 43 
miles west of the railway june 
tion city of Lieuchow along that 
same corridor to Indo-China. 

An American communique said 
fighters and bombers of the 14th 
Air Force raked Japanese com. 
munications all the way from the 
Yellow river 580 miles southward 
to Siantan, in Hunan province to 
the rear of the Japanese lines at 
Shaoyang.

Japanese Doctor Views 


Defeat of Homeland 


CHICAGO, May 24.—(#)—A captured Japanese doctor, in a letter 
to an American doctor made public today, said the intelligentsia of 
Japan realizes “the accurate defeat” of the Japanese on Okinawa 
“overshadows the downfall of the so-called great Nippon empire.” 


A copy of the letter, published 
by the Chicago Herald-American, 
was sent by John E,. Familaro, 
Ph. M. 2/C, to Miss Mary Ann 
Magda, of Chicago. It was sign- 
ed “Dr. Kosaburo Iyasaka” and 
addressed to “My kind and gen- 
erous Dr. Frankoveiga,” an Ameri- 
can Naval surgeon at Okinawa. 

‘Dr. Iyasaka said his opinions 
reflected those of the greater part 
of the intelligentsia of Japan. 

“IT am very sorry to see with 
my naked eyes the accurate de- 
feat of the Japanese army corps 
in Okinawa which is precluding 
and overshadowing the downfall 
of the so-called great Nippon em- 
pire having the glorious history of 
3,000 years long,” the letter read. 
“For we all Japanese until now 
think Japan as a land of gods 
governing never to be trampled 
on by other nation.” 

Mentioning Japan’s victories 
over Mongolia, China and Russia 
in other wars, Iyasaka said “this 


time Japan is waging a war quite, 
different as compared with three 
other cases above mentioned, 
which I could see with my naked 


eyes and think over, coolminded 
with the scientific investigation.” 


“God save us, alas; the sad and 
most lamentable conclusion seems 
to cover (sic) over us,” he said. 
“This three miraculous victories 
over the greater nations incident- 
ally gained resulted in aglandizing 
(sic) and aggravating the value 
of ancient legends and traditions 
handed down from the olden times 
of forefathers. So we became self- 
conceited and superstitious dream- 
ers through all classes of Japan 
even admidst (sic) the intelli- 
gentsia. 

“So I think the Japo-American 
war now going on is the war of 
truth against falsehood, theory 


against legend and tradition, free- 
dom against restriction.”

Of Probing Solons, Says One

REIDSVILLE, May 24.—A very favorable report on conditions at 
the Georgia state penitentiary here is expected as a result of an in- 
spection today by a legislative investigating committee. 


“We are only half way through 
with the inspection,” Sen. William 
Freeman, a member of the investi- 
gating committee, said late this 
afternoon. 

“We have been all through the 
prison proper, talked to the pris- 
oners, and from what we have 
seen thus far, our report will be 
highly favorable. 

“The prison is clean, the pris- 
oners are getting good, whole- 
some food and everyone has a 
job. Today they were busy har- 
vesting and canning vegetables. 


TO INSPECT FARM 


“Tomorrow we-will go over the 
8,000-acre farm, and complete our 
inspection.” 

F. R. Hammacié, director of cor- 
rections, was with the committee, 
and asked for postwar construc- 
tion of new prisons for’ women, 
juveniles and incorrigible pris- 
oners., 

Hammack recommended estab- 
lishment of three male receiving 
stations over the state to classify 
prisoners as to their mental, physi- 
cal and vocational needs prior to 
assignment to state prisons or 
county public works camps. 

The juvenile institution would 
be a trade school “for worthy ju- 
venile offenders to insure their 
complete segregation and to pro- 
mote their rehabilitation.” Ham- 
mack suggested this school be lo- 
cated in middle Georgia. He sug- 
gested a modern women’s prison 
be located in central Georgia. For 
those men whose conduct indicates 
little, if any, chance of rehabilita- 
tion, Hammack urged construction 
of a special security prison. 
NEEDS OF PRISON 

After envisioning these new in- 
stitutions, Hammack told the legis- 
lators what he thought the present 
Georgia state penitentiary needs in 
the way of buildings and improve- 
ments. These include freezing and 
cold storage plant; outdoor incin- 
erator; enlarged central ware- 
house; hospital unit; modern pow- 
erhouse and light plant: training 
headquarters and recreational fa- 
cilities for custodial officers. He 
Suggested remodeling the present 
women’s building—when a new 
women’s prison is constructed— 
into an institution for juvenile re 
peaters. 

The report asked for purchase 
of tank-car capacity storage tanks 
for gasoline and oil on prison 
property; purchase of new con- 
crete block: and cement products 
machinery; purchase of machinery

Norwegians 
Lose Clause 
On Appeasement 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 24.— 
(UP)—Norway’s attempt to write 
an “antiappeasement” amendment 
into the world security charter 
was defeated, it was disclosed to- 
night, on the grounds that the new 
world peace league will not coun- 
tenance any such settlement of 
disputes. 

Mindful of the results of ap- 
peasement in Czechoslovakia in 
1938, the United States, Britain, 
Mexico and the Ukraine led the 
committee fight against adoption 
of the proposed amendment. They 
contended that the sense of Nor- 
way’s proposal was implicit in the 
principles and purposes of the 
proposed organization. 

Czechoslovakia, understandably, 
supported the Norwegian amend- 
ment which would have written 
into the charter a specific state- 
ment that no solution to any diffi- 
culty should be imposed that 
would impair the affected state’s 
“confidence in its future security 
or welfare.” 

Norway proffered the amend- 
ment in the belief that it was nec- 
essary to specify the rules of fu- 
ture conduct of nations.

Calvert Tells of Using 
Constangy Pay for Trip 


Taking the stand in his own defense, Robert A. Calvert admitted 
in federal court that he took $140 to $150 from six of Herbert W. 
Constangy’s unclaimed pay envelopes for use on a business trip, 
but denied ever having seen 40 other pay envelopes allegedly turned 


over to him. 

Calvert's testimony was intro- 
duced yesterday afternoon, after 
Judge E. Marvin Underwood an- 
nounced a double session of court 
in an effort to bring the draft eva- 
sion conspiracy trial to a speedy 
conclusion. Defendants in the case 
are Calvert, Calvert Iron Works 


and Constangy, who are charged | 
with conspiring to obtain draft de- | 


ferments for Constangy from.Sep- 
tember, 1943, to November, 1944, 
although he was not actually 
working at the war plant. 

During direct examination by 
Defense Attorney Hal Lindsay, 
Calvert told the jury that Mrs. 
Rose B. Dietz, former bookkeeper 
at the plant, brought him six en- 
velopes not claimed by Constangy 
in the summer of 1944. He agreed 
with her that the matter should 
be “checked into,” Calvert said, 
and placed the envelopes in his 
desk drawer. 

NEEDED CASH FOR TRIP 

Later he was preparing to make 
a business trip to Washington, D. 
C., Calvert testified, and could ob- 
tain no money from the treasurer 
because the office was closed. He 
happened to see the pay envelopes, 
took the money, and made a mem.- 
orandum of the amount. However, 
he was unable to find the memo- 
randum later, he said, 

The defendant told the jury he 
first met Constangy through a 
friend, but that no mention was 
made of hiring him at that time. 
In September, 1943, Calvert said, 
Constangy came to him, asked for 
a job, and was hired as a clerical 
worker. Calvert testified he had 
no further dealings with Con- 
stangy, and did not authorize any 
draft deferment requests for him. 

“I didn’t know anything about 
the occupational deferment re- 
quests,” Calvert said. “Constangy 
told me when he asked for a job 
that he was over 26, and his draft 
board was not going to take him. 
He said they wanted him to take 
a defense job, however.”

R. Lieb, general manager of Cal- 
vert Iron Works. Lieb told the 
court he saw Constangy at the 
plant in 1944.

| Tysinger asked Lieb during cross-

‘examination if he had not previ- 


ously stated to the FBI that he 
did not see the defendant at work 
after September or October, 1943. 

“Yes,” Lieb replied, “but I have 
found out since then that I was 
wrong. Constangy was still mak- 
iug out ODT mileage records in 
1944.” 

“Did you see him keeping the 
records?” queried Tysinger. 

“No, I have never seen the rec- 
ords at all,” Lieb answered. 

“Then where did you get your 
information?” Tysinger insisted. 

“I saw it in the newspaper,” 
Lieb said. 

Tysinger read back to Lieb his 
statement to the FBI, in which the 
witness said “the Constangy case 
is a peculiar one to me,” and “I 
have never known of Constangy 
working for the company in any 
capacity.” The attorney asked 
Lieb if he had made such state- 
ments. 

“Well, to tell you the truth, I 
don’t know who wrote that in 
about not working for the com- 
pany,” Lieb said. “It’s contradic- 
tory. I did see Constangy keeping 
ODT records on two or three occa- 
sions.”

The family’s sugar bowl al- 
ready is feeling a pinch and the 
advent of the iced tea season will 
not help it. These sugar-saving 
tips may be helpful in delaying 
the day when the bottom of the 
bowl will have to be scraped. 

Much sugar is wasted in sweet- 
ened drinks simply because the 
sugar is not completely dissolved. 
Instead of placing a sugar bowl 
on the table serve an easily dis- 
solved sweetening syrup in a 
cream pitcher or syrup pot. Make 
the syrup this way 
SIMPLE SYRUP FOR SWEETEN- 
ING DRINKS 

Combine 2 1-2 cups sugar (half 
of this may be corn syrup) with 
2 cups water. Bring to a boil, 
stirring. until the sugar is dissolv- 
ed then cover and boil 5 minutes 
without stirring. Cool and keep 
in a jar or bottle. 

1. Serve fresh fruits liberally in- 
stead of heavy desserts that use 
much sugar. A fruit salad top- 
ped by a dressing mixed with 
fruit juice does double duty as 
a refreshing salad and a dessert: 

2. Save cake and cooky crumbs 
to use in bread puddings. Use of 
sweet crumbs allows sugar to be 
cut down. 

3. Instead of cake frostings and 
fillings which are great sugar 
users, spread warm cake with 
marmalade, jam or preserves; 
serve jelly rolls, custard-filled 
cake and fruit shortcakes. 

4. Use dried fruits which are 
rich in natural sugar to add sweet- 
ness to desserts. Fill layer cake 
with chopped, cooked fruit mixed 
with nuts and moistened with 
honey or syrup. Make cooked 
dried fruit into whips, fillings for 
pies and tarts.

6. Save all juice from cooked 
and canned fruits and use in sauce 
for puddings, fritters and to mois- 
ten crumbs for fruit betty; to add 
sweetening to gelatin desserts and 
to sweeten fresh fruits in fruit 
cup. 

7. Add a dash of salt to desserts 
to accentuate the sweetness. 

8. Less sugar is needed to 
sweeten cooked fruit if the sugar 
is added after fruit is partly cook- 
ed than when started cooking. 

9. Serve sweet yeast breads 
such as coffee cake, cinnamon 
rolis and sweet quick breads oc- 
casionally instead of the more sug- 
ar-consuming cakes and pies. 

10. Stretch sugar in baked prod- 
ucts with honey, molasses and 
syrup. All cakes do not take read- 
ily to a sugar substitute, but most 
cookies, puddings, breads and oth- 
er products do well when half the 
sugar called for is used and half 
syrup or honey. Honey changes 
the flavor somewhat, a change 
often pleasant, and baking tem- 
peratures should be a little lower 
when honey is used instead of 
sugar, for the reason that honey 
scorches easily. In substituting 
syrup for sugar reduce the liquid 
called for by approximately one- 
third, and use one cup syrup for 
one cup sugar.

Recipe 
makes two eight-inch square cakes, 
MARMALADE COFFEE CAKE 

2 cakes yeast 

1-4 cup lukewarm water 

1 cup milk 

1-4 cup shortening 

1-2 cup sugar 

2 teaspoons salt 

2 eggs, beaten 

1 teaspoon grated lemen rind 

5 cups sifted enriched flour 
(about) 

1 cup marmalade 

1-2 cup chopped nut meats 

Soften yeast in lukewarm wa- 
ter, scald milk, add shortening, 
sugar and salt. Cool to lukewarm. 
Add 2 cups flour, mix well. Add 
eggs, softened yeast and lemon 
rind. Mix well. Add remaining 
flour to make soft dough. Turn 
out on lightly floured board and 
knead until] smooth and satiny. 
Place in a greased bowl, cover 
and let rise until doubled in bulk. 
When light, punch down, let rest 
10 minutes then divide dough into 
2 portions. Roll out into a square, 
then with sharp knife cut dough 
into strips. Weave these together 
lattice-like and spread each cake 
with half of the marmalade and 
sprinkle with half the nuts. Place 
cake on. greased pan yoy 
edges down to the pan. 
until. doubled in bulk then bake 
25 to 30 minutes in moderate .375- 
degree oven.
